OFFICIAL STARTING RULE 

There shall be no recall after the word “GO" has been given and any horse, 3. A horse has broken equipment, 

regardless of his position or an accident, shall be deemed a starter, 4, A horse fails before the word “GO" is given. 

The Starter may sound a "recall” only for the following reasons: 

1, A horse scores ahead of the gate. ; 

2, There is interference. y 

BREAKING RULE 

1. When any horse or horses break from their gait in trotting or pacing, their drivers shall atonce, where clearance exists, take such horse to the outside and bring it to 
its gait. 

2. The following shall be considered violations of breaking rules: failure to properly attempt to bring horse to its gait: failure to take to the outside where clearance 
exists: failure to loss ground while on the break. 

3. Ifahorsegoesoffstride during any part of the race, and in the opinion of the stewards, interferes with any other horse or horses, that interference shall constitute a 
violation. The offending horse shall be placed behind all horses interfered with: unless the driver of the horse or horses, interfered with failed toexercise reasonable care 
to avoid the incident. 

4. If there has been no failure on the part of the driver in complying with the above rules, the horse shall not be set back unless a contending horse on its gait is 
lapped-on the hind quarter by the breaking horse at the wire. 

5. The judges may set any horse back one or more places if in their judgement any of the above violations have been committed, and the driver may be penalized.
